Two men who are taking the steam 


launch Virginia from New York city to 
Rockland, Me, had an experience in 
this harbor and river this (Saturday) 
morning, which they will nndonbted'y 
recall with a shudder for the rest ui 
iheir lives. 
Their miraculous escape 


from dealh is a matter of wonderment 
to all acquainted with tho circumstances. 


The men reached port late on Friday 


evening and 
anchored 
just inside 


Whalesback light. Then they went to 
sleep. They were rudely awakened a 
few minutes before three o'clock thia 
morning by the impact of their crafc 
against the piling of Portsmouth bridge. 


The launch had slipped her anchor, 


drifted up the harbor, through the 
channel off Henderson's pmnt an 1 up 
the river to the bridge, without coming 
in contact with chipping or anything 
else. Her light was burning brightly 
all the time, and still continued to burn 
after she bumped against the bridge. 


The launch struck a few rods beyond I 


the draw, broadside on, and did not u r - j 
set. The tide was running high and 
>ushed her sharply under tho bridge, 
0 that she was wedged firmly in. 
As soon as the boat struck, her oc- 


lupants Ecrambled out, surveyed their 
urroundiugs.and looked for aid. Some 
if the railroad men ot the night shifting 
1 ing saw tho plight of the launch and 
got word to the railroad station, whence 
tfight Operator Kane telephoned it to 
he police station. 


Officer Hurloy was promptly on the 


cene.ctosely followed by Officers Shan- 
non and llobiuson. Nothing could be 
done except to wait for the slack tide 
and then work the boat off. 


Tho men probably owe their escape 


o the tide, which was withiu an hour of 
iigh water, and which held the launch 
against tbo piling after she struck.

curing converts, and the Church of the 
Living God Increased greatly in num- 
bers in Louisiana and Texas. He was 
finally ordered to leave Shreveport by 
the chief of police of that city on the 
ground that his sermons were inflam- 
matory and tended to cause trouble be- 
tween negroes and whites and to un- 
settle the negroes as the prophet pre- 
tended to see into the future and pre- 
dicted that Shreveport would be de- 
stroyed by fire and water. 
Prophet Moved to Foster Plantation, 


From Shrevcport the prophet nuned 


to the Foster plantation, where, being 
urroundod by his congregation, he was 
nil powerful and thp trouble which cul- 
minated in his Ijnching was precip- 
itated. An investigation of the proph- 
et's house disclosed an ark ol the cov- 
enant, a rudely constructed box cov- 
ered with cabalistic signs and held iu 
great reverence by the negroes, who 
believed that any one. who troubled it 
would be immediately destroyed. 


The police are in possession of the 


rnconls of the church, and thete i.s no 
reason to doubt that the negroes were 
religiously crazy and, as the whites be- 
lieve, dangerous. A certain document

Valuable Accident*. 


Hundreds of discoveries which have 


been heralded to the world as the nemo 
of human genius have been the results 
of merest accident, the auger, calico 
printing, vulcanization of rubber, etc., 
being innong the number. 


vdiich had for its leading character a 
mysterious white woman who ruled over 
a race of blacks somewhere in Central 
Africa. 
Haggard wrote his novel in the 


eighties, \\hile he was in South Africa, 
and long before it was established that 
the white iiueen was not a myth. The 
fact that such a woman really lived was 
proved by three white men who talked 
with \\r-r, and one of those men, the-late 
Piet .Toubert, coclmandant general of The 
Boer army, was authority for this ac- 
count of the woman: 


Ilenning Pretorius, one of the Trans- 


vaal's first commandant generals, return- 
ed from one of his frequent journeys into 
unknown regions of the Transvaal in tht 
latter part of 1889 and reported to his 
covermhcnt that he J»ad succeeded in 
s-eeing Majaje. 
In a voluminous report 


of his journey he stated that the wonian 
was queen of a section of the Makatcse 
tribe and that her capital was surround- 
ed by an almost impenetrable forest ot 
small thorn trees. On the outskirts of 
this forest he was met by a.large num- 
ber of well armed tribesmen, who askted 
him to depart from the neighborhood im- 
mediately. 
Pretorius refused to leave 


and insisted upon seeing the queen. 


After a long discussion, during which 


many messengers were sent to the queen's 
kraal, Pretorius was granted permission 
to visit the monarsh. He was disarmed, 
and his companions were left behind un- 
der guard of a large number of tribesmen, 
lie was led along a narrow, winding path 
through the bush, and after a journey ot 
about 30 miles he canie to the queen's 
royal kraal. 
In his report he described 


the womap minutely and at great length 
He said that she was absolute monarch 
O't er her people and that she undoubtedly 
had the power of life and death ovei 
them. 


The most astonishing' part of his report 


was that the woman was not a negress. 
He described her as having straight, so£1 
hair of a light brown color, thin lips and 
Iiq;ht blue eyos. 
The color of her skin 


was not black, but as white as that of a 
Portuguese. Pretorius stated that she re- 
fused to tell her age or 'nnything concein- 
ing her antecedents and added that she 
appeared to be more than 100 years old— 
perhaps 115. 


In 1S94 the Makatese tribe formed an 


alliance with Magoeba, the king of the 
woodbush Kaffirs, who lived near the 
same district, aud Wajaje's people were 
dragged into a rebellion against the Boers., 


i Jonbert, the commandant general of the 


Boer army, was sent against the rebel- 
lious natives, aad be took with him a 
small number of Swazis who had been, 
driven into the Transvaal from their na- 
tive country by Umbandine. 


When Jonbert and his forces reached 


the "betovert" (bewitched) bush, the war- 
riors of Majajc and Magoeba attacked 
them and fought valiantly for several 
weeks. The natives were defeated final ' 
ly and fled into the bush and mountains. 
The Swazis then asked Joubert for per- 
mission to follow the rebels, and it wa>3 
granted. 
When they returned, several 


days afterward, the Swazis brought with 
them the heads of Magoeba and several 
of his undunas, or headmen. 


The day after the return of the victo- 


rious Swazis several messengers came 
from Majaje, bringing peace offerings in 
tho shape of two ivory tusks and a beau- 
tiful white os. The emissaries declared 
that Majaje had been misled by Magoe- 
ba and that she had no desire to be an 
enemy of the Boers. 
Joubert told the 


messengers to tell their queen that if she 
would surrender her arms unconditionally 
and permit some one to go to her kraal 
the war would be ended. In her reply 


. she accepted the first condition, but de- 


clined to allow any one to visit her kraal, 
adding, however, that she would come out 
and grant an audience to the Boer leader. 


The- following morning the bush re- 


sounded with the beating of drums and 
the shrill noises of crude wind instru- 
ments. Forerunners emerged from the 
bush and announced the coming of the 
queen. 


When the head of the procession reach- 


ed General Joubert, the priests deposit- 
ed the palanquin on the ground and drew 
aside the curtains that concealed the 
queen. She reclined on a beautiful quag- 
ga skin and was clothed in a variegated 
costume of skins, fur and beadwork. 
Joubert observed her closely and found 
that Ilenning Pretorius' description ot 
her was accurate in every detail.

woman hnd light, soft hair, thin lips, 
blue eyes and a complexion as light as 
that of the majority of white persons 
\\lio have lived in the tropics for many 
years. 


Many persons have attempted to ex- 


plain the mystery of the queen's ances- 
try, and the result has been that many 
strange tales are current in the country.

a height of from 8,000 to 11,000 feet, but 
w'hen it emerges in Assam it is only 400 
feet above sea level. 
From this point it 


pursues its sluggish way for another 800 
miles as the Brahmaputra to the Ganges 
and the bay of Bengal. There has been 
n long controversy, into the details of 
which it is not necessary to enter, as to 
whether the Irawadi or the Brahmaputra 
is the continuation of the Tsang-Po. 
Though there has been as yet no distinf-t 
evidence, the last expedient of throwing 
In marked logs in Tibet having failed, 
,the general consensus of scientific opinion 
<s in favor of the Brahmaputra, and the 
!atest English gazetteer describes it un- 
der this name. 


It is hardly to he expected that pure 


science will be much benefited by the lift- 
ing of the veil which hangs over this pan 
of the river's course. But there can be 
little doubt that it hides scenes of mag 
nificent beauty and grandeur which wil: 
thrill the expectant world and give it 
aew and nobler conceptions of the sub 
Umity of nature.—National Geographic 
Magazine.

certain diseases ward off death. Rheu- 
matic people, for instance, are said 
rarely to die youug. Why, the medical 
men arc- unable to say, but it is proba- 
tle that the blood acquires some prop- 
erty wblch is fatal to the germs of oth- 
er diseases. A doctor of experience 
has noticed the fact in a family of 
five or six brothers and sisters, one of 
whom is rheumatic, that one will out- 
live the others, as a rule. If gout can 
be kept away from the heart and con- 
fined to the big toe. the patient is like- 
ly to live to be 90 or 100 years old.

is said that this is due to the fact that 
the disease purifies the blood. 


If one has an attack of smallpox and 


lives through it, he stands an excellent 
chance of attaining & ripe old age. 
In 


a census o£ aged people taken many 
years ago it was found that a large per- 
centage of them were pockmarked. 
This led an eminent physician to make 
a calculation <rt»ich proved that there 
•were twice as many pockmarked peo- 
ple over 80 years old as there would 
have been had not the smallpox exer- 
cised a preservative influence. 
He ac- 


counted for this curious fact by con- 
cluding that the smallpox microbe 
frightens away all other microbes, just 
as rats frighten away mice from a 
house.

Deafness is said to have the property 


of adding to the victim's age. 
Now 


and then a deaf man is run over in a 
city street, but when deaf people pru- 
dently pitch their tents in the country 
their chances of a long life are ex- 
tremely good. The true explanation of 
this is declared to be the fact that deaf 
ness saves people a lot of worry over 
small matters and from the wear and 
tear of noises. The shrill noises to 
which most people are Insensible be 
cause they have got used to them real 
ly are harmful. Clanging bells of street 
cars and ambulances, of "autos" and 
bicycles, the roar of elevated and sur- 
face trains, the rattling of carts and 
drays, the shouts of paper sellers and 
hucksters, even the crowing of cocks, 
the barking of dogs and the whistling 
of boys are seriously injurious to one's 
health. The ear nerve is very large, 
and every time it is overstimulated the 
brain receives a shock. Deaf people 
escape all these life shorteners, and 
hence they live long. 


Bronchitis often shortens life, but In 


some cases it has the opposite effect. 
A large number of the old people ont 
meets cough all the year round with 
chronic bronchitis. One would think 
to listen to them that they must cough 
themselves to death soon, but that is 
not so. The coughing helps the heart 
to circulate the blood and, in fact, 
gives exercise to many of the organs. 
Only for this daily exercise many old 
people's mechanism would get fatally 
clogged. Besides, a man -with bronchi- 
tis will not sit in a draft, he will avoid 
getting wet and will not stay out half 
the night, losing his sleep and "paint- 
Ing the town" with the "boys." Thus 
he more than compensates for the in- 
jury done to him by his ailment.

Picking spruce gum and selling it to 
•hewing gum manufacturers is a 
source of income for a great many men 
n the Adirondacks and other northern 
orests—guides ^md small farmers- 
while others make it a business the 
year through. The gum appears on the 
ree trunks like drops of wax. 
Th& 


gatherer, armed with a long pole on thu 
end of which are fastened a can and a 
sharp chisel cuts loose the chunks of 
gum, 
which fall into the can and are 


ransferred to a basket or bag. 
The 


gatherers in winter will travel on snow- 
shoes 10 or 15 miles through the forest, 
sleeping at night in some old hunter's 
deserted shack. 


There are three kinds of spruce in the 


Adirondacks—red,black and white. The 
best gum is gathered from the sapwood 
of the white spruce. The rarest of the 


urns is the "blister," which is translu- 


cent and turns blue after being chewed. 
After 
being scraped, washed 
and 


Brightened it sells for 51.50 a pound. 
There is a coarser grade, composed of 
jlister scrapings mixed with particles 
of bark. 
Placed on trays of cotton 


cloth in n steam tank, the gum is 
drawn out and yields the producer 50 
'cuts a pound, forming the ordinary 
chewing gum of commerce. Some man- 
ufacturers adulterate tho gum vriih 
paraffin, 
resin and 
chicle.—Country

Judge Blair laid down the "principle 


011 the first day that the defendant 
was be-fore the bar to answer TO the 
charges as recited hi the counts of the 
indictment, the principal count beius 
assault with intent to kill. 
Counsel 


on both sides were informed that no 
extraneous issue c"ould be introduced, 
thai the incident which is alleged to 
be by the defense the provoking cause 
for the assault could not be admitted 
as evidence, and this ruling has been 
adhered to consistently during the four 
days of the trial. 


Neither Thomas G. Barker, the de- 


fendant, nor his wife was permitted at 
any time to describe «i any way the 
assault which the woman asserts was 
committed upon her by Mr. Keller, and 
when the clergyman was placed upon 
the witness sta»d yesterday and asked 
the direct question whether he was 
guilty of the crime charged against 
him his lips were sealed by the court, 
and he had to leave the witness stand 
without having entered a denial. 


In the evidence presented to the jury 


the prosecution has established beyond 
any doubt.-,both by .circumstantial evi- 
deucb'i"andi tlie declaration of the de- 
fendant himself,., that the Rev.- John 


shot hy Thomas G.-Barker, 


the sight of his right eye destroyed and 
the vi^oa'of thp other so dimmed that 
for the rest of his life he will be in 
almost total blindness. 


The Shootini; Admitted. 


It Tvaf* proved that Barker had placed 


a loaded revolver in his overcoat pocket 
on Sunday morning. Feb. 3, 1001. and 
walked to a point in the village of Ar- 
lington where the clergyman was in tho 
habit of passing every Sunday morn- 
ing. It Tvns proved that Barker hac1 


bought the weapon in the middle of 
January, immediately after his wife 
had told him of the alleged outrage by 
Mr. Keller, and that he had loaded the 
revolver on the Sunday morning he 
used it, that he fir^fl, as he subsequent 
ly confessed, with intent to kill aud 
then gave himself up to the authorities 
and expressed the hope that his intent 
had been carried into effect. 


Physicians who examined Barkei 


soon after the shooting have testified 
that at the time of the commission ol 
tho act he was sane and responsible 
Barker corroborated this by swearing 
on the •witness stand that he reallzec 
what ho had done and knew he had 
done -wrong.
